REMARKS 

Claims 1-18 are pending in the present application. 

The present invention relates to a process for upgrading hydrocarbon mixtures, which 
boil in the naphtha range containing sulphur impurities, i.e., by a hydrodesulfurization process 
with contemporaneous skeleton isomerization and reduced hydrogenation degree of the 
olefins contained in said hydrocarbon mixtures (page 1, lines 9-14). Accordingly, the present 
invention seeks to solve the problem of how to obtain naphtha with high octane number 
together with a low sulfiir content. Accordingly, Applicants provide a hydrogenation process 
used for desulfiirization hydrogenate the olefins while reducing the octane nimiber. This 
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
